In which concluſion 
notwithſtanding they more proue their 
owne ignorance, than the truth of that 
which they affirme; and as T»/y noteih 
of the Philoſopher Dicearchus, Quia 
atfficilis erat anime quid aut qualis eſſet 
explicatio, nihil eſſe drxit, that becaule it 
was hard to him to conceive what the 
nature or propetries of the ſoule were, 
therefore he affirmed the ſoule to be xo- 
thing : (o doth their Qu«ſtio an ſit grow 
out of their ignorance, Quid /it natura 

bont : 
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The dutie of a King, 11 
boni: they doubt whether there be any 
nature of good, becauſe they know not 
what it is . Indeed, asthe many queſti- 
ons of religion made ir (as one obſerued 
of the dilputing age wherein he liued) 
rem ingenioſam eſſe Chriftianum, a mat- 
ter of great wit to bea Chriſtian ; lo the 
many circumſtances 1n the ations of 
good and cuill, doe make it a matter of 
great wildome to be a good Chriſtian,yet 
doth not the yarietic of circumitances in 
the ations implic an vacertaintie or vn- 
conſtancie inthe nature ot goodnes; but 
racher the rature of goodneſle requirerh 
ſuch acoformitie of cucry ation 1n cuc- 
ry circumſtancetothat which is good in 
it ſelfe: as that there is a terrible woe de- 
nounced againſt them who make gcod 
euill, and enill ood. Eſ.3.20. which, as it 
taketh all power from princes, to make

neceſsitic cucn for wicked princes to | 
louc and maintaine, Sz #972 propter ſeip- | 
ſam, tamen propter ſeipſes, it not foritÞ 
ſelfe,yer for themſelues,that ſo they may | 
vphold cuen that greatneſle of theirs, | 
which many of them more ſecke than | 
the good of their people. For whereas | 
Iniuſtice doth purchale them bur falle | 
friends, cuen of ſuch, as reape the bene- | 
fit of their iniuſtice; #ſtice hath a power | 
to conquer hatred, ac hoſtes perinde at 
trahit ut magnes ferrum,as Conſtantinut 
Manaſſes writeth, hath no lefle power 
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toreconcile enemies,than the loadſtone 
hath to draw Iron: yea (that which is 
the reaſon of both)there is not a greater 
ſympathic berweene the /oadſtone and 
yron,than betweene 1#ſtice and the heart 
of man,which cannot bur loue Tuſtice1n 
thoſe whom ir hareth,& haterh the im- 
putation of no crime ſo much as of in- 
wſtice, as we may ſce by him inthe Co- 
medic, Leno ſum fateor perinrus pernt-

ſo while Lam altue. VV hich kind of ru 
lers neucr come abroad, but the people 
flic them, as Sexeca {peaketh, tanquam 
noxium animal e cubils procedens , as it 
ſome venomous ſerpent or raucnous 
wolfe came out of his den : whereas toa 
prince of iuſtice and mercie, ſuch as T7 
zus was, whom they tearmed, Amorem 
& delicias humani gener, the loue and 
delight of mankind, #anquam 4dclarum 
& benificum Sidus certatim aduolant,} 
they ſtriuc to flocke as tothe bright and 
comfortable ſtarre of their happineſle, 
And ſurely, howſocuer the place of go- 
uernment doth command both the bo- 
dic andthe goods, and carry that which 
the Apoſtle calleth e@6zauod*vAav, an 


eie ſeruice, Colef. 3. 21: K is Juſtice, and 
onely 
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onely Tuſtice that draweth the heart, and 
maketh men, eadems ſecreto de principe 
loqui que palam, as Seneca noterh, to 
ſpeake as well in ſecret as openly of the 
prince, and to yeeld ſuch an obedicnce, 
as is of conſcience, and not of feare. Bur 
that Tuſtice which 1s called regia virtn- 
tum, the queene of yertues ; and wxcu- 
lum cinitatum, the band of ciuile ſocie- 
tiezand hath indeed a kingdome in the 
hearts of men 3is not to doe uſa, the 
things that arc iuſt, which vniuſt men 
may vniuſtly doe;but as the Propht ſpe- 
cificth in this place, zo doe zuſtly : which 
requircth the mind of inſtice inthe doer, 
the rules of znſtice in the things done,and

of the prince. For as Auguſtine filled 


theempire with learned men , Tiberims 


with diſſemblers, Nero with miufitions, 
Commodzs with fencers,Conſtantinewith 
Chriſtians, ua» with ſcorners of Chris 
ſtianitie ; ſo is it arule without excepti- 
on, Rex velit honeſta nemo non eadem 
velit, thatif the heart of the king be ſer 
ypon honeſt things, the hartes of all o- 
thers will be ſet vpon the ſame things 
with him. And this mind of Iuſtice in 
the King,quaſrin primo motere, as in that 
higheſt Sphere, in whoſe power the 0- 
ther Spheres of authoritic haue their 
power to commaund, will make it a 
care aboue all his cares, not onely to 


place ſuch in authornicynder him , as 
ſhall

ling truly,and hating couetouſneſſe, Exod.

decreeth for cither part , before both 
parts 
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parts be heard , howſoeucr his decree 
may happen to be 1uſt, he himſelte can- 
not but be held vniuſt. 3. That in hearing 
of cauſes, they benor enclining cither 
to the right hand of loue, orto the leſt 
hand of batred, to beleeuc arguments of 
perſuaſto!: for a friend, before argumets 
concluding for an enemie ; but without 
all reſpe& of perſons or reward, they be 
free and clecre from hauing the ballaxces 
of deceit in their hands, or the treaſures 
of wickeaneſſe in their houſes, Mich.6.10. 
4. T hat they ſuffer not their lawes cither 
by the multitude of conſtitutions to bee 
ſnares to good minds, or by the cauils 
and quirkes of mcrcenaric wits, to bee 
perucrted to bad- purpoſes ; but make 
them rather commanders than diſputers, 
rather tothe execution of iuſtice;rha to 
the caſes of contention.5.

Neither yer hath this ”2ind 
of Tuſtice in the aver, or theſe rules of In- 
ſlice in the things done, their full perteCti- 
on, but in thc end ; namely, that in the 
doing of Tuſtice, nothing be ſought but 
the 7rwe end, that neither the reward of 
vertue be made the gift of fauour, nor 

the puniſhment of vice a meane to re» 

uenge, but the mind of Iuſtice in the doer 

according to the true rules of Iuſtice in 

the things done, (ecke the true end of Tu- 
#ice in the doing, to yeeld euery one his 

owne. 

W hich is not, as ſome doe both mi- 
ſtake it and abuſlz it, ro thinke that there 
1s Summa Juſtitia in ſummo iure,the beſt 
E 1j of 
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of Iuſtice-inthe extremitie of law, but 
ſo to doe 7uſily, as that withall they lone 
mercie. A yertne, which howſocuer it 
may ſeemeto be oppoſitto Iultice,doth 
not ſo much peruerr, as ſeaſon and tem- 
petit to that golden meane, whereby it 
may be ſcuere againſt {1nne, and yet 
mercifull ro a Gnner. For as chriſ oſtome 
notcth vpon Matthew, Inſtice without 
mercie, is not iuſtice, but crueltie : as on 
the other (ide, mercie without zuſtice, is 
zot mercie but fooliſh pitie : and therfore 
are they the one to ſerue and helpe the 
other, as Augrſtine preſcriveth, Ye ſalſe- 
eudemem correft:onts amor Chriſti tempe- 
ret & dulectionem proximi ſal Tnſtitia 
condicit ; that both the ſaltneſle of cor- 
rection may be tempered with the loue 
of Chritt, and the loue of our neighbor 
ſcaſoned with the ſalt of Iuſtice: yea, as 
Ambroſe noteth, they are both necetla- 
rie, CAMtera vt aiſciplina ſeruetur ulters 
ne innocentia opprinittur, the one, that 
dicplige be kept, the other, that inno-

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cencie be not oppreſſed : for irhath the 
experience of too many ages, that both 
Innocencie hath beene ofren wounded,

2, as he is ready ypon our repentanceto 
remoue our {innes from vs. For this is 
that admirable temper of his Juſtice 


and 
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and Mercie,who is both infinttly merci. 
tull,and infinitly tuſt,that as in Chriſt he 
loucth a finner,ſo he hateth fin euen ina 
Chriſtian. And though there be zo con- 
aemmation tothe that arein Chriſt Teſwy, 
Rom.8.1, but their ſins, yea their heinous 


ſfinnes, waſhed in the innocent blood of 


that immaculat lambe,arc made of crim- 
ſon like ſnow,and of ſcarlet like wooll,Eſ x. 
18; yer is there corretF0n,and that of ſons, 
Heb.12.7, which muſt begin at the houſe 
of God, 1.Pet.4.i7, & doth proceed with 
many ſtripes, where the wil of the maſter i 
known, Luk.1.47:that though the death 
of Chriſt haue fully fatisficd for all our 
{fins,and borne the extremitic of whatſo- 
cuer eitherthe law of God could lay a. 
gainſt vs,orthe wrath of God would lay 
vponys ; yet hath it left no libertie to 
build our fins vpon his death, but rather 
laida neceſsitic to burie our ſinnes in his 
death, leaſt by turning the grace of God, 
as [ade noteth,ver/.4 into wantonneſſe(l 
ſpcake an horrible thing)we crucifie him 
azaine 
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gane with our ſinnes, Hebr.6.6, who tor 


ourſinnes hath already bene crucified; 
and ſo heape wnto our ſelues wrath againſt 
the day of wrath, Rom. 2.5. Foras inthe 
creation , the diſobedience of the crea- 
ture made the Creator to hate the work 
of his owne hands,yca that work which 
he faw to be good, and very good,Gen.l. 
31; and not {o onely,but when the fiune 
otmandid multiply with man, & grow 
aburrhen to the earth, in as much as al/

that contrnually,to repent him that he had 
made man , Gene.6.6 :\ointhe reconct- 
lation of the world,by that bleſted ſeed

And 
albeit the blood of Chriſt doe continu.

but our finnes, yea our ſecret {1nnes,will 
goevp,and that with open mouth ynto 
him, andneuer ceale crying in the care 
of his 1uſtice, vntill chey awake him, asit 
were out of the {leepe of his long ſutke 
ring ; that no Caize ſhall murther his 
brother Abel, but the woyce of his bro.

In 
which indgements of God , as we can- 
not but ſce,with how perteCt hatred hee 
hateth ſinne , when it maketh things 0- 
therwiſe good,cuill in his ſight;and peo- 
ma dearcly beloued , not ſo deare ynto 
im , but that the frailties of the godly 
doe grieue, as thepreſumptions of the 
wicked deſpite the ſpirit of grace:\o may 
we thereby gather, that he who hateth 
nothing but {inne, doth puniſh nothing 
bur ſinne invs, For howſocuer, in that 
litle conſcience which we make of ſinne, 
we make the leſle acount of his iudge- 
ments 3 and becauſe we doe not thinke 
our ſelues to {inne,when we ſinne,we do 
not imagine our ſelues to be puniſhed 
when wearec puniſhed : yet if we deale 
MH truly 
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truly with our own hearts, we ſhall find, 
that no cuill doth at any time befall vs, 
but it is the puniſhment of ſome ſinne ;

they are by whom we ſuffer, as how, 
tuſt he is', who vſeth their wickedneſſe 
co the puniſhment of our fins . VV hich 
rule if ir be well and truly obferued, wil 
bring vs tothe ſecret reaſon ofthe iuſtice 
of God , in many of his iudgements, 
which otherwiſe to fleſh and blood may 
ſeemevniuſt : chat howſocuer it may be

That the Romanes, as T. Liutus Wit:

cauſe nor end of it, did by the decree of 
the ſenate,conſ1 ult the bookes of the Sibils; 
that as Procopizes Writcth in the ſecond 
booke of the Per/ian warre, there could 
no remedie bee found for 1t, but from 
God that ſehr it : that Eſculapin as Saint 
euſtine noteth, finding no naturall 
caulc ofa plague in his time, did caſt it 
vpon that ſacriledge , whereby priuat 
perſons had the houſes oftheir gods in 
polleſsion; and therefore that they haue 
no reaſon, but toacknowledge it to bee 
as the Canoniſts define it , bellum Det 
contra h2:3zines,the warte of God againſt | 
me. And{urely it there be any neceſs- 
tietor God to warre again(t men, there 
1s none greater, then that he watre a- 
gain{t fuch men, as not only open the 
mouth 
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mouth of blaſphemie againit heauen , 
pſal. 73.9: but fight with the power of 
rcaſon,againlt the power of God,8& be- 
leeueno more of his rod then they feele, 
no more of his power then they ſee in 


ſecond cauſes ; nay as Balaam did beat : 
Num, 22.29. 


the Aſſe which ſaw the Angel which hee 
ſaw not ; (o doth the wiſedome of the 
world condemns? the fooliſhnes of prea- 
chiag, wich icerh more in the judge. 
mers of God thenthe reaſon of the natu- 
rall man can attain2vnto. But as we read 
of Tyberizzs the eraperour, that howſo- 
eucrar ſoine time his greatneſle among 
men,made him to forget a greater aboue 
him ; yet it hedid but heare it thunder, 
he was driucn to forget his owne great- 
reſſe,, and glad to flic into (ellers and 
caues of the earth for his ſafetie : ſo 
howſocucr the wantonneſle of pro- 
phane wits candiſpute and reaſon ofthe 
power of God, as long as it keepeth the 
ordinarie courſe of ſecond caules ; yer if 
he thunder out his iudgements in any 
CXtra- 
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extraordmary manner,T do not ſay how 
ſhall their yaine reaſon be able diſpute, 
but how ſhall their proud hearts be able 
to indurethe eoſuming fire of his wrath? 
And therforelet the irreligious amongſt 
vs rage both with pen 8 (word,as /ul/zan 
did againſt the ſimplicitic of Chriſt, and 
Chriſtianitiez there will be a time when 
they ſhall be enforced to crie, Y7c:ſt; Ga. 
Lleezthat he whom they contemned for 
a Galilean, hath a power aboue them: let

they ſhal one day feele that ſupernaturall 
power, which wil raign plagues beyond 
nature, wil (mite, 8&xxake ſicke in ſmiting. 

How much the more fit were itfor all 
without exception, to bend both their 
wits & their heartsto the berter applica- 
tion of that circumſtance of the perſon, 
(thee) will I make thee ſick in ſmiting thee; 
that ſeeing ſinne to be the cauſe, God the 
author, his ſmiting ſick the puniſhment, 
we make the berter vie of this iudgemer. 
For in gencrall calamitics, the poore are 
not 


[ 
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notthe onely,or the chiefe offenders; as 
our Sauior Chriſt ſpeaketh, Luke 13. 43 
that they pon whom the tower of Siloam 
fellywere not ſinners aboue all that dwell in 
Hieruſalem ; ſo it is to be feared, that 
thogh the {word of God his wrath haue 
denoured many thouſands, yet hath ir 
left many, and many thouſands vntou- 
ched, whoſe ſinnes haue as much, if not 
more, prouoked the wrath of God a- 
oainſt the land, For thogh it haue ſwept 


the ſkreets of unlawfull 24in,and made an 


entrie into the ſhops where the ballance 
of deceit raigneth, and the ſcant meaſure 
which is abominable ; though ir hath 
met in ſome ſort with the wantonneſ/e 
of youth , and the zdleneſſe of luch poore 
as had rather beg then labour for their 
living ; yet hath ic not come neecre to 


the ſeat of ininſtice , or the houſe of op- 


preſſion ; it hath paſſed by the doore of 


briberie, and the church of Simonic ; the 
ſchooles of Atheiſme , and the poſſeſGons 


of Sacriledge haue not bene viſited ; it 
£ hath 
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hath but ſummoned zhe court of pride, 
and the Palace of pleaſure,that I may (ay 
nothing of many other crying ſ1nnes, 
which in many perſons and many 


parts of this land haue bcene ſecure 


and freefrom it. VV hich ſecret 1uſtice 
of God, to puniſh lefler fianes in ſore, 
and not to puniſh greater in others, 
to mow downe the vnprofitable and 
valruitfull thiſtles,and not to hew down 
the rebellious oakes which cuntemne, 
and the preſlumpruous Cedars which 
challenge the Lord to iudgement; ſhold 
be fo farre from giuing heart to ſ1nne, or 
encouragement to ſinners , as that it 
ſhould worke the repentance of greater,

faulcs of the miniſters, and the miniſters 
vponthe faults of the magiſtrates ; the 
lawyervponthe marchant,and the mar- 
chant vpon the lawyer; the Court ypon 
the countrey,and the counrey vponthe 
Court; the rich vpon the ſinnes of the 
poore, and the poore vpon the ſinnes of 
the rich; eucry one vpon eucry other, 
no man vpon himfelte . And this com- 
pariſon is that deceitfull ballance which 


maketh ys to commit many ctrots, as 
| well 
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well in the conſcience of our finnes,as in 
the ſence of God his indgements, That 
if our paſtors be worſe than we, we are 
no finners ; and if we be plagued for the 
fnnes of our rulers, it is no finne of ours 
that hath deſerued to bee plagued with 
fuch rulers. It wee at any time bee op- 
preſſed with the crueltie,or diſgraced by 
the enuie, or wronged by the iniuſtice 
and tyrannie of the wicked zwee com- 
plaine (and in ſome reſpeAtnot without 
\ cauſe) of the wicked, by whom wee re- 
ceiue our inturie : Wee neuer enter into 
our own hearts, to find that finne which 
our good God, who can iuſtly vie vn- 
wſt meanes, doth puniſh 1n vs. VV here- 
it we did in finglenefle of heart exa- 
mine cuery one our owne waies , and 
lincerely acknowledge the groſſe corrup- 
tions of our maziſtracte , in ſeeking (tor 
the molt) their owne, before the com- 
mon good; the ſhamefull abuſes of our 
miniſterie, in being (many of vs) no 
where miniſters bur in the pulpit, if i 
the 
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the pulpit; the unſatiable conrtouſneſſe 
of the rich, by incloling liuings, and en- 
groſſing commodities, ro oppreſle and 
orind the faces of the poore ; the /efull 
idleneſſe of the poore, which 1s the dayly 
mother of zceſtuous luſis among them. 
ſclucs, of vainſt ftealzzg from other men, 
of [edit ions conſpiracies againſt the ſtate, 
and deſberat murmurns againlt God: 
we would not {o much diſpute,wherher 
it be thee, or thee, that God {miterh, as 
pleadall guiltie of this 1udgement 3 and 4 
thereby ſtudie cuery one to amend one, 
but yet not without a care to amend 0- 
thers. For weareal members of one bo- 
dic, and as the publicke {innes of priuat 
perſons prouoke the wrath of God & 
gainſt whole kingdomes : ſo when the 
indgements of God light heauic vpon 
any part of the whole, every part of the 
whole is to be mooued with it,as it were 
with'the fire of a whole citic , though 
begun but in one houſe. For though

Church implicd . For therefore is the 
Churchin all dutic more than bound to 
Princes, becauſe ſhee hath her peace in 
their fauour ; and ſo much the better do 
things goe with princes, by how much 
they haue the greater care of religion 3 
inſomuch, as, religion and gouernment 
are rightly ſaid, Mutuis Fare non officys 
ſolum ſed beneficys, to haue their ſtregrh 
not onely inthe dutzes but in the benefits 
of the one vnto the other. VV herein it 
is hard to ſay, VV hether the goodnefle 
of God were greater toward the church 
ortoward princes, when he called the 
mightie ones of the world, who were 
puffed vp with the opinion' of their

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Queenes to beethe nurces of his Church, 
W herof as former times haue left our 
land ſome teſtimonie, in as much as 
in both the nurcerzes of our Church the 
bounty of Queenes as well as the boun- 
tic of Kings, 1s yet liuing ſo there is no 
doubt but ſucceeding ages ſhall confeſle, 
that that the cauſe of religion doth owe 
more to one Queent, then to many Kings 
that went before her. 

And tofay the truth , what is there 
or can there bee more honourable for 
either Kings or Queenes, then to bring 
their kingdomes to the obedience of his 
from whom they hold theirs? and to 
ſcrue him with their mortall crownes, 
who is able to crowne them with im- 
mortalitie, and hath bound himſelf 
with a promiſc as ſure as it it were pet» 
formed,that he will honour them that ho- 


mour him, 1.84m.2.30. Foras we ſee in 


them that are greateſt about princes, | 


that it is more honour for them to ſerue 
in court, then to commaund in their 
countries; 
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countries ; ſo ifthe greateſt Monatches 
of the world, would but remember, that 
' which they cannot but know,

that though their authority benext and 
immediat vnder God , yet they areno 
more aboue others the God abouethe ;

and withall be no lefle ambitious of his 
tauour, then others are of theirs. Now

quire them to performe the care of nur- 
ces to that Church , to the which hee

which the Apoſtle calleth great, & 151n 
deed true gaine, hath the promiſe,no. on- 
ly of the life which is to come, bur of thu life 
alſo:ſo whereſoeuer he walketh with his 
church(chateuer walketh in the midit of 
his Church) his very ſteps drop fatneſle. 

Howbeit this efing of kingdomes, 


doth moſt foilowthis hemor and foo

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of God to princes; as princes, and they 
that are great abour princes, are moſt 
| full ofthis dutic to nouriſh the Church :of 
which duty,the firſt and chicfe part is,to 
ſer religion planted among the people. For 
goucrnment,whichis rightly tearmed a- 
lenum boni,anothers good, becauſe the 
endtherof is the good of others,doth the 
truly intend the cox good, when irdoth 
chiefly intend the greateſt good, & greater 
me there can be none the God,who is 

oth the fountain & the end of all good- 


nefſe: and therefore as it is God by whom Pro.8.16,

ritic,ſo tro him they muſt refer the end of 
their goucrnmet:foras in the body natu- 
rall the ſoulc is the life of the body, but 
God the life of the ſoule; ſo inthe body 
politick, the life of gouernmet is law,but 
the life of law,is religio: which they that 
law nothing buc bythelight ofnaturc, did 
inſome meaſure attaine ynto,whe outof 
their reaſon they gathered, that the ſoule 
of 
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of man was an heauenly ſubſtance, and 
therby implied that the perfeRion ther. 


uine nature : which ſome of them con. 

cciucd to bethe creator,others imagined 

to be but the gouernour of heauen and 

earth. And therefore when by the ſame 

light they farther ſaw, that man was by 

naturea ſociable creature,and that in ci- 

uile ſocietic, ſome were borne to rule,8& 

ſometo obey, and that ofmany kinds of 
goucrnment, there was none ſo naturall 

as that of one ; though they yeclded au- 

thoritic vato them that did excell , and 

made good and wholeſome lawes for 

them that were to obey: yet the ſtrength 

of all their ſtates was in their religion,by 

the which they were perſuaded , that 

Homo He.

They 
found byexperience,how hard it was for 
men to be brought to obey men, vnleſlc

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men ; and how little reuerence would be 
giuen to lawes,if they were not deriued 


} from ſuch a power, as was rather to bec 


heard with the care of obedience, than 
looked into with the eye of curioſitic. 
And therefore euen in that contentious 
and buſte ſtate of Rome, which did but 
one day make laws, to break them ano- 
ther;they gaue the greateſt honor to the 
times of Nama, in the which, as Lute 
> | ſpeaketh, Fides,@& Iusiurandum regebant 
' 4 anitatem,religion and oath did rule the 
citie. 

Now if they whoſe re/ze/on was but 
policie, had yet the _ ro make religt- 
onthe ſtrength oftheir policie;how much 
more ought we to be religiouſly poli- 
ticke, whoſe rel/;g1on ts truth,and in whoſe 
truth are the beſt rules of the beſt polc- 
aes > For howſocuer ſome prophane 
minds, I doe not ſay that make Tacitus

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to haue ſtudied Lycian more than the 
old teſtament, and Machiaxell, then the 
new; doe make no more account of the 
religion of Chriſt,then of the religrons of 
the heathen,and condemn the ſ{mplrcitie 
of the Goſpell, as nothing fic for the polj- 
cies of theſe times . Yet hee that ſhall 
looke into it with a ſingle cye, ſhall find, 
that it is a bottomeleſlc treaſure of infinit 
wiſedome,and that the /implicztze which 
it requireth,is not the /mplicitze of Aſſes 
bur of Dons : which yet is cuer 1oyned 
with w:ſedome, yca the wilcdome of the 
molt ſubrile,the ſerpext 3 not that Chri- 
ſtians by the /amplreitie of Dones ſhould 
be /e//e wiſe but more hoxeſt in their poli- 
cies. Forit is buterror,though the heads 
be neuer ſo wiſe, that hold it,that there is 
any policie without honeſtie, any wile- 
dome without religion, or that a ſhad- 
dow of either,as it may blind ſome cles, 
ſoirmay ſerue all turnes. The counſaile 
of CAchitophell may for atime be as the 
Oracle of God , but inthe end it will 
| prooue 
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ooue meere fooliſhneſle : {o,true ir is, 
that whatſocuer hath but a ſhaddow of 
| appearance,hath but a thought of conti- 
nuance, VV herein it is hatd to conceiue, 
how it may be good to ſceme, and not 
better to be religious ; or how policie 
may be eſtabliſhed by a falſe , and not 
haue more ſtrength from a #rwe religion; 
elpecially that religion , whoſe trath is 
both from the beginning, and from aboue, 
and whoſe booke hath no lefle in her 
lawes the ground of policie, than in her 
words the light of truth ; and therefore 
it may as truly bee thought, that from 
hence was ſtolne whatſocuer is good in 
policie,as ſome auntient writers are per- 
ſuaded, that from hence was borrowed 
whatlocuer is true in Philoſophie : in 
which reſpe&, doth one call Plato the 
Meſes of Athens, and Baſill chargeth 
the diuel as atheefe ofthe Truth, inthat 
he had decked his crowes with her fea- 
thers. And (urely,if the humours of po- 
lititians were not ſo daintic, that they 
Calle

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cannot ſo well relliſh the ſame policies 
out of this booke, as out of pruphane 


authors; they ſhould find that thereligj. 


on thereof, though it chiefely intend a- 
nother life, yet it hath the beſt rules for 
this; and making men noleſle wiſe, hath 
only this difference, that it maketh them 
more yertuous, and that not onely in 
thoſe duties which become priuat per-

building of the temple was without che 
moiſe of any yron toole, 1.

fruit ;ſothey may euer be found to have 
ſome ripe forthe church and common- 
wealth;ſome drawingto their ripeneſl, 
ſome inthe floure ; 'and ſome in the bud 
of hope 3 and may neuer want the faus. 
rable aſpe&'of truly honourable mind 
to ſhine vpon them. -For as there 1s no- 
thing ſoprincely in it ſclfe,nothing whet- 
in Princes come ſo neere vnto God,asih 
doing of good;(ois there no ſo princely 
doing of good,as to the Churchz;as well

tothe beſt and moit common goed, as allo

irwere done to God himlſelfe. The care 
of king Dauid, not to dwellina houſe 0 

Cedyr trees , while the Arke of God re- 
mained in curtaines, 2. of Sam.7.2, and 
his bountic, 2, Sam. 24. 24, not to offer 
any thing unto the Lord, that coſt him no- 
thing ; are good rules for godly princes, 
asto hauc a principall care of his houſe, 
ſoto ſpare for no coſt in his ſeruice : but 


the bleſsing of all Azpt for the enter- 
tainement of 7oſeph; of Obed-Edom and :.Sams.n1. 


all bis familie, for hauing the Arke of God 
in his houſe; may well aſſure them, that 


1tis not onely no lofle, but great gaine, 


whatſocuer is done to him or his : vpon 
whomthere is a promiſe, Matth.1o.41, 
that a cup of cold water ſhall not looſe his 
reward : nay,as we readin the 1.King. 17, 
that the widdowes barrell of meale did not 
waſt by ſpending, in as much as ſhe ſpent 
it pon the Prophet ; ſo there isno _ 

ur 
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bur they get by gizing, who giue to pub: 


licke good, and godly vles : as onthe 0: 
ther ſide,they /ooſe by gettirg,who wold 
haue all turned or rather ouerturned to 
their privat. In which reſpeCt, as wee 
haue great cauſe to bee thanketvll yn- 
to her , who hath caricd her ſelfe like 
the [une in the firmament of our eſtate, 
cratious and favourable to the com- 
mon good ; and belides the indaunge- 
ring of her crowne for the cauſe ofreli-

gion , hath beene ſuch a mother to our , 


colledges by her latute of rents in prout- 
ſion, asthatin the dearth of yeeres wee 
are not puniſhed with ſcarceneſle of 
bread; ſucha nurcero Cathedrall Chur- 
ches, as that by her late confirmation wee 
may acknowledge her anew founder: 
{o would to God the great about her did 
remember, that the true lights of the fir- 
mament are euer in motion for the good 
of others ; and thatbut comets and blaſmg 
ftarres are fed with corruption from be- 
low ;and therefore that there is no ſuch 
Way 
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way to true honour, as to vſe their ho- 
nour to the good of the Church. 

Now as itis an honour for princesto 
be the xurcesof religion among the peo- 
ple,an honour to be the xurces of them 
thatare to nouriſh it inthe people;(o it is 
no leſſe honor for them to be the xurces 
of religion in themſclues. For as S._A1u- 
guſtize noteth of the virgin Marie , that 
though ſhe were happie by conceining and 
bearing our Sauiour Chriſt m her wombe, 


| yet ſhe was more happie by conceining and 


beleeuing him in her heart :(o though it 
be a great happineſle for princes to haue 
Chriſt in their kingdoms, and a greaterto 
haue their kingdomes Chriſtian ; yet it is 
the greateſt of all for themſelues to bee 
Chriſts: and therby to haue that which is 


kingdomes:that whereas otherwiſe they 
are bur kings of their ſubieQs, by being 
members of Chriſ# they are made kings 
of themſelues,and not ſo only,but hcires 


alſo of a greater and better kingdome. A 


M con- 


preater then a kingdome added to their: 
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conqueſt hard,ifany,for them that com: 
maund the world, to commaund them- 
ſelues;& when they haue none but God 
aboue them,to ſufternone to goe before 
them in the {eruice of God:and ſo much 
the harder, by reaſon of thoſe many oc- 
calions, by the which they are tempted 
aboue others, inthe greatnefle of their 
power,to forget God ; in the abundance 
of thcir pleaſures, to forget themſelues : 
but yet ſo much the more nectflarie, as 
well fortheir owne goodin this lite, as 
for che life which is to come. And there- 
forc hath it pleaſed God, in great wile- 
dome, to load their crownes with cares, 
that they mightcaſt their care vpon hin, 
« And inthat image inthe ſecond of De 
« mel, 32,33, hath he giuen great eſtates 
« to vnderitand, that though they haue 
« heads of gold, armes and breſt of ſiluer, 
« belly and thighes of braſſe and legs of iron, 
« yet they haue bur fees of earth:that they 


may be taught to build their hope vpon ' 
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for theſelues but forthe people alfo that 
depend ypon them, and ro whom their 
lues arc Jawes,and their examples rules. 


For as Plinie writeth of the Romane »y,, pj. RY | 
felds, that they were then molt fruitfull, 18.cap.3. 


when they were tilled with the hands o 

Emperours;as it the carth hadreioyced 4 
triumphatt aratore colt , as it were inthe 
honor oftheir labour, who with no lefle 
diligence did till the ground , then rule 
the people 3 ſo the encreaſe of religion 
muſt nceds bee great,whe princes them- 
clues are religious, & by the diligent ſtu- 
dy of Chriſtian philoſophy bring that hap. 
pes upon kingdoms which Platowiſhed. 
But God be thanked wee haue no ſuch 
aced to haue this point perſuaded,as our 
own+hankefulnes tor this benefit : what- 


| beuer good hath bene done inthe cauſe 


ofreligion ; whatſocuer care hath bene 


had of Colledges and Churches ; what- 


foever good hath fallen ypon the land 
J for the truth ofreligion , ſhe may well 


Gallenge itto bee her owne: whonot- 
M ij wichſtan-

withſtanding the maniteſt hinderances 
thatlay in her way when ſhe came tothe 
crownznotwithſtanding the ope emnity

andabroad , againſt her perſon,and the 
peace of her crown; hath ſhewed herſelf 
no leile carctull of her re/z7707, then of 
her crowne : & therfore as God hath ho- 
nored her in this latter age ofthe world

10 of him,who had a virgin to his Mo- 
ther;(ohathhe anſwered her care of him 
with his care ofher,and nor onely mita- 
culouſly diſcouered all attempts againſt 
her, but alſo made the wind and the ſea 
to fieht for her.

all both error ahd ſinne, Opizzon, which 
though ſhee ſearch after good but in 
ſhewes , and truth but in probabilities; 
doth yet in the wantonneſle of her con- 
ceit preſume to make euery thing of 
cuery thing, and ſo euil{of good and good 


of euill.Yetin as much as the many woes 


which the Prophet 1n this place de-

WV herein our 
condemnation cannot bur be iuſt, yeayif 
we were made our ovvne iudges, when 
we will bee warned with no warning, 
mooucd with no threatening, wonder 
at no judgement, be humbled with no 
puniſhment; but ſo build our negligence 
vpon the patience, and our cotempt vPp- 
on the long ſuffering of God, as that we 
\Rom.2.5. heape unto our ſelues wrath againſ the 
day of wrath. For why ſhould vnthank- 
fulnefle preſume ofmercie? or contempt 
of patience? or deſpite of grace ? VV hat 
priuiledge hayc any to thinke, that they 
may 
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may ſafely commit, and not be ſure to 
receiue the reward of finne 2 VV hatrea. 
ſon to imagine, that becauſe it is not cer- 
taine when,therefore it may be doubted 
whether he will come to 1ndgement?nay 
if we would indeed make our benefit of 
the woe, which 1s denounced but for our 
benefit, we would be fo farre from ſhut- 
ting the dore of our hearts to him that ſo 
patiently watteth, and ſo continually knoc- 
keth, Rew.3.20,as that with Hierome, we 
would ener haue 4 ſound of that trumpet 
in our eares, Surgite mortui,uemte ad Tu- 
aicium, Ariſe ye dead vnto tudgement : 
and becauſe of his certain comming, the 
houre is vncertain, cuer be preparedand 
readie for him ; and in the meane ſeaſon 
aſſure our ſclues,that the worſt of woes 
are laid vp for vs,ifwe continue not only 
to ſinne, but ro delight in finne, and not 
only ro delight in ſinne, but to boaſt of 
finne,and not only to boaſt of fianc,but 
toiaſtifie ſfinae, and (o to iuſtifie ir, as fo 
make euill good,and good enill.

Wherein it is much that the pleaſure 
of ſinne ſhould breede a pride in ſinning, 
and the pride of ſinning preſume to jus 
ſtifie ſinne;, yea ſo farre to 1uſtifie it as to 
make euill good ; but that there ſhould 
be any ſo impudent as with them of 
whom Iude ſpeaketh, to blaſpheme the 
things they know not, and whatſoeuer 
things they naturally know in thoſe things 
to corrupt themſelues,8 {oto make good 
it ſelfe cuill, is moſt vyaworthy I doe not 
ſay ſuchas bearethe name of Chriſtians, 
but cuen ſuch as beare the ſhape of 
men. Yet is there no way for any to 
make euzll, good, except they firſt make 
good,ewtl, For when rectum as the phi- 
loſopher teacheth ef regula ſui & obls- 
qut , Tight is the rule both of right and 
crooked 3 it is impolsible for wicked- 
nefle to bring the libertic of eull, vnleſle 
it firſt peruerr the rules of good. In which 
point it were beyond all credit , if it did 
not offer it ſelfe to all cyes , how many 
ſleights this witlefle wittic, and learned-

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ly valearned age hath deuiſed ro make 
the rules of good and cuill like that /ea- 
den rule of Leſbia, pliable to purpoſes, 
and to ſerue turnes : how many plces 
iniuſtice hath found our to iuſtific it ſelfe 
out of iuſt lawes ; how many ſhadowes 
yngodlineſle ro ſhroud it ſelfe vnder 
the law of God : not that #rue and good 
are not cuery way (o like themſelues, as 
that nothing can bee direAly concluded

#/on doth blind cuen the cyc ofreaſon, 
and make lying ſpirits to inuent as many 
gloſſes to corrupt the rext of truth , as

Skill, wherewith the wicked arme them- 
ſclues againſt the truth, and wherin they 
ſecke a proteQion againſt the lawes of 
good , but the fiege leanes of Adam, 
which wither in the gathering , and ra- 
ther ſhadow the light in oureyes, then 
any way alter it in it ſelfe > when men 
will preſume to make abſolurcly forbid- 
den, but in 4 reſpect wnlawfull , as onely 
biting 
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biring vſuric in the caſe of vſurie; and re- 1.Cor.7. 26. 
ſpeftinely inconuentent , abſolutely vn- 
lawfull, as marriage in ſome perſons : 
when couctouſneſle will be an infidell 
to heap vp itknoweth notfor whom, 
becauſe the world adiudgeth him worſe 1.Tim..8, 
then an infidell that doth not prouide for 
bis owne : when libertines will ſtretch 
the libertic ofthe Goſpell , to ſhake oft 
the yoke ofall authoritic, and by the de- 
ceitfulneſſe of compariſon wrelt that

God then man, to make an oppoſition

admit that we were not ſo happic in the 
written word of God, which is the li 

of all truth , and the rule of all good, 
and the life of all lawes, as that in ſuch 
cuidence, no man may plcad the igno- 
rance of good and cuill ; yet were there 
inough in the naturall law of man his 
reaſon to condemne vs for either per- 
uerting or confounding the nature of 
good and cuill. The Gentzles, ſaith the 
Apoſtle, Rom.2.14, dos by nature the 
things conteined in the law, and hauing 
not the law are a law unto themſelucs , m 
« much, as the effe(# of the law is written 
zn therr hearts. And though that high 
and ſauing miſteric of Godiz Chriſt, bee 
aboucthe reach of mans cither reaſon or 
conceit; yet doth reaſon bring vs by de- 
grees, to a power aboucall other pow- 
ers, and therefore aboue al! other things 
ro be worſhipped. VV hich power inas 
much as it findeth for the end to bee in- 
finitely good, for the order of his wor- 
king to be infinitely wile , it farther ga- 
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thereth that for his goodneſle he is tobe 
worſhipped with loue, and for his wilſe- 
dome he is to be worſhipped after his 
owne manner. VV hich prooucth them 
not onely irreligious but vnreaſonable 
creatures, who doe not acknowledge 
firſt, that there is 4 God, ſecondly, that 
be is to be worſhipped, thirdly that he is to 
be worſhipped after his owne manner, Bur 
the light of reaſon is farre greater in our 
morall and ciuile duties, as hauing ſuch 
principles as carrie our conſents as ſoon 
a we heare them,and to which theſpirir 
of God hath added authoritic in giuing 
them authoritie in the Scripture , To 
note bur one for all, out of that princi- 
ple of reaſon that the greater good is to 
bee choſen before the leſſe, the Apoſtle 
2. Cor.4.t7, concludeth,zhat thimes eter- 
nll are to be preferred before things tem- 
forall; and our Sauiour, CMatth.16.26, 
that if is no gaine for 4 man to winthe 
whole world, with the lofſe of his owne 
ſoule. Our of which and may other of 
| that 


The difference of 
that kind, may reaſon it ſelfe, if it will 
be bur it ſelfe, gather that there is a con- 
ſtant nature of good and eutll , and not 
onelya bare opinion or conſent, as this 
or that nation hath at any time made 
this or that good or euill. In deed it can. 
not be denied but that the generall rules 
of good andeuill arc in reaſon o plaine, 
as that they carrie our conſents without 
any farther proofe ofthem : but all the 
ditficultie is in our ſeuerall caſes and par- 


ticular aCtions ; whereby it is come to ' 


paſle, that as one ſaid of the controuer- 
fies of religion, That thogh the grounds 
weretrue , yet the queſtions had made 
it rem ingentoſam eſſe Chriſtianum, a 
matter of great wit to bea Chriſtian: ſo 
though the rules of good and cuill bee 
plainely true, yer good and cuill aCtions 
doc ſtand vponſo many circumſtances, 
as that it is a matter of great wiſledome 
tobe a good Chriltian . Howbeit cuen 
in this behalfe haue we a good help, and 
thatwithin ys , to leuell cuery aftionof 
ours

ours to the rule, to wit , thatincorrupr 
both witneſſe and iudge of all our aCti- 


ons the conſcience of good and euill ; 


which to ſtudie to flie,is the way to find;

ſubtiltie, 2.Cor. 11. 3, doth corrupt our 
minds with a greater loue of a leſſe 
good, or with a private reſpeCt of our 
owne profit; or when the haſtineſſe of 
our wils preuenteth our more conlide. 
rat aduice of ſound reaſon, as it did in 
the Apoſiles, Luke 9. 54, who no ſooner 
ſaw what they liked not , but foorthwith 
were deſiroms of fire rom heauen:or when 
the cultome of euill doth harden our 
hearts ; as it did the hearts of the Iewes, 
Mar. r3.14, thatin ſeeing they ſaw, and aid not per- 
ceine ; and in hearing they heard, and aid 
not vnderſiand . For howlocuer f{innc 
beginneth inthe buds of ifrmite, and 
by little. and little ſtealeth ro the twigs 
of neglizence, if once the tyrannie of cu. 
ftome ouertake it; it groweth to be the 
ſtout tree ofcontemprt,which will rather 
breake then bend to any kind of inſtru- 
Con.

robbeth the mind alſo(I know not whe-

Aion, as when they doe as the moſt doz 
when the generalitic of (wearing hath 
made it nothing totake the name of the 
Lord in vaine; and the common faſhion 
of courting, nothing to lay ſiege ro any 
womans chaſtitic 3 when company will 
excuſe all the faults of good fellowſhip; 
and the multitade of fantaſticall, make 
good the pride of all faſhions : and 
though we may not follow a multitude to 
doe emill, Exod, 23.2,yer we flatter our 
ſclues, tharthe ſinne js the lefle,the more 
comit it. But that which generalitic will 
but excuſe, that will cultome defend,and 
thinke that time hath gotten a right to 
do it. The world is hardly weaned from 
old euiis, and many in moſtthings ac- 
count it a fate plea, They were not the 
firſt that did ſo. This cuſtome, hath 
made nothing ſacriledge in the ſpoile of 
one Church, nothing ſymonie in the 
ſale of Church liuings ; this cuſtome, 

maketh euery thing lawfull that hath 
but one preſident; and the molt to pre- 
ſume 
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ſume, that whatſocuer hath been done, 
may be done, though it be worſe done 
than cuer it hath beence. But then doth 
ſinne molt lift vp her head, when ſhee 
hath authority to giue her countenance; 
when ſhe is armed with power to break 
lawes, and ſo guarded with Scandalum 
magnatum, that fame it ſelte ſhall nor 
dare to whiſper atruth againſt it, when

to bcetrue of our times which Hz/larie 
write of his, tot 7c fides exiftere quot 
voluntates , & tot doitrinas quot mores ;

ita ut volumms intellizuntur , that there 
are (o many relivions as opinions, ſo 
many dodrines ; as manners of men, 

when cither we write them as we liſt, or 
as we liſt we vaderſtand them : not that 
we hauc not one and the ſame,a certaine 
rule, the word written , which rightly 
vaderitood will ener hold ys in the vnity 
of faith; but becauſe in tie wanconneſle 
of this diſputing age, werather looke in. 
r0it with the eye of curioſitie, then hat» 
ken vnto it with the care of obedience, 
and rather bring ſharpe wits, then good 
minds to the vnderſtanding of the {crip- 
curez and to haue religion rather flying 
amongſt vs inthe aire of opinions, then 
ſetled in our hearts, withany truth of 
perſuaſion, And hereof it is that the 
Chutch of Chriſt which ſhould bee he 
pillar

neſſe, is made a ſea of contention, while 
men that ſhould fetch cheir opinions 
from the word, doe come with preiudi- 
cate opinions ynto the word, and flatter

wiſe unto ſobrietie, and acknowledging 
the true grounds, agree in the right 
iffues; the concluſions of peace would 
neceſſarily follow.

And to that depth 
of impiety , whatcan be cuill when no- 
thing is go0d?what can be aſinne when 
nothing is a law 2 what can hee belecue 
to whom the ſtorie ofthe creation is a 
fable,and the miſterie of the incarnation 
a matter incredible, and all religion a 
meere pollicic? what can he cither hope 
or feare, who acknowledgeth no reſur- 
reftion, no iudgement, no heauen, no 
hcll,no God at all?

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then any reaſon would imagine poſsi- 
ble in any reaſonable creature, if the 
liues ofmany did not ſpeake theirhearts, 
and the heart of impietie open in ſome 
the mouth of tmpudencie.

other their owne hearts doe tell them 


otherwiſe, how that ſoule of theirs 
which cannot like the life of brute bealts

(many of vs) not only that there were 
no God, but alſo no truerules of good, 
ſo that we might make our ſfinnes good. 
W hich is the ſimpleſt ſophiſtrie that 
cuecr was deuiſcd , toerre that wee may 
erre; and to be glad to be deceiued with 
an exill opinion of good , that we may de- 
ceiue our ſclues with « good opinion of | 
euil!, But whatſocuer we ſtrive by cun- 
ning to make them , good will bee good, 

and eul[ will be exill: and though mals 


ſunt vicina bonts, Come euils haue aftini- 


tie with ſome goods, yet hauc they a 
contrarietic in their neereſt affinitie: and 
that righrcous iudge of good and euill, 
who cannot endure to haue enill done 
that good may come thereby, will leſſe en- 

dure 
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dure the confounding of good and euill, 
in as much as he hath denounced a woe - 
againſt it. And this woeas it requireth 
truth in our 1ndgement of things , ſo 
doth it require truth alſo in our cenſure 
of perſons; that neither by malice wee 
make good men euill, neither yet by 
fatterie cuill men good: eſpecially if we 
haue the honour to be the cares of prin- 
ces, and the credit of other men depend 
ypon the truth of our report, For beſide 


| the finne,ic1s aniniurie both zo the prince 


and to the ate, that either any worth 
ſhould bee diſgraced by malice, or any 
ynworthinefle ſmoothed vp with flat- 
tric: #0 the prince, becauſe Maicſtic is 
thereby impriſoned within the blind 
eyes and the partiall cares of other mens 
atteftions, and ſo made ſ{ubic to that 
miſerie which Seneca obſerued , vt om- 
nia poſidentibus defit qui verum dicat, 
that they which abound in other things 
are fartheſt off from knowing the truth : 
tothe ſtate,that the rewards of yertue are 
nor

not open to deſart, but ſhut vp within 
the narrow bounds of their fauour,who 
either cannot iudge, or will reſpe& but 
(as they call rhem)their owne creatures, 
W hich is the chiefe root of diſcontent- 
ment, when cuery man will chinke him- 
ſelte ro haue a part inthe diſgrace of the 
moſt worthie, and ſuiters themlſelues 
will rake it for no diſgrace to ſce more 
worthic preferred betore them. Howhe- 
ic in this caſe as in the other, the libertie 
of our times, hath brought all bur to 
opinion, and made it nothing to be, vn- 
lefle we be thought :inſo much as fim- 
ple vertue,that 1s, vertue without mony 
or friends, doth endure a kind of Oftra- 


ciſme , and cither mult live to opinion, | 


or bee content to liue in diſgrace. Yet 
when all is done, truth mult be the cre- 
dit both of perſons and things , and in 
the end will haue grace both with God 
and man: and though the Sophiſtrie of

Cary but to that woczthe miſerie where-

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ofwill ar length bring all backe to that 
it was 3 reſtore good to the opinion of 
good, and true vertue tothe honour of 
true vertue. But God is more mercitull 
then to puniſh our confuſion of good 
and 2azll, with the vtter confuſion of our 
eſtare, and therefore before he ſend the 
woe of our deſtruction, hee denouncerh 
woe to our correCtion 3 and though hee 
may hitherto ſay of vs as he doth of his 
owne people, Amos 4, I haue 2iuen you 
deanneſ of tecth and ſcarcenes of bread;

4 finding (that which could not 
be hidden) this excellent frame of mans 
body,to be furniſhed with a mind which 
was rather in than of the bodie;they ga- 
thered, though in the clouds of their 
owne conceits, that it was an heauenly 
ſubſtance; and thereby inferred,thatthe 
petfeCtion thereof was the contempla-

nour of the celeſfliall bodies. Bur wee, 
3 | whoby a betterlight, haue more truly

redeemed ; hauc cauſe, both with the 
wings of xature,and grace,to mount vp- 
ward ; as owing vnto God our ſclues by 
nature, and more then our (clues by 
grace.

66, 
ſureto that which is laid vp in heauen, 
no cloathing to the rightcoulneſle of 
Chriſt, no build;ng to that which # not \ cor.s.r, 
made with hands, no crowne to that of

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of che ſpirit, no toy to a good conſis 
ence; and no /fe to a conuerſation jn 
heauen.VV hereof though wecan haue 
butataſt in this life, becauſe while we are 
at home in the bodte, we are as it were ah« 
ſent fromthe Lord,2.Cor.5.6; yet by the 
carneſt of the ſpirit, which is ginen vn- 
to vs;doth that taſt ſo ſweeten our ſouls,

common wealth ; as though our afte- 
ions did not follow ys cuen into cor- 
ners: for admit that if the yow were ta- 
ken away, there might be ſome viefor 
ſome perſons of that life ; yet is itthe 
mind , and not the place, that maketh 
the heaucnly conuerſation : as we may 
ſee by Lucifer , that fell from hcauen, 
and Maar in paradice ; when Lot plea- 
{cd Godin Sodome,and 7oſeph in Agypr. 
And though it might bee ſaid, and ſaid 
truly , that an cuill mind is newer /eſſe a- 
lone then when alone : yet to take them at

iron to braſle, from braſle to filuer, and 
ſo to gold:; chat growing from faihto 
faith , from vertue to.vertue, we may at 
length bee made liuely branches of the 
true vine, & golden members ofa golde 
head. To ſumme vp all that hath bin hi- 
cherto ſaid,our faces are ſer vpward into 
heauezwe muſt mountlike cagles aboue, 
notgrouell in the earth like blind wants; 
our mind is of an heauenly ſubſtance, it 
bath another vſe then the life of hogges, 
which as Yarrothinketh was giuen vnto 
them bur for ſalt to keepe their fleſh from 
putrifyine : the corruption that we drew 
from our father Adam, is taken away in 
Chriſt, who was borne a child ynto vs, 
that we might be new borne ynto him 3 
Our

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our new birth in Chri,though it haue a 
remnant of rebellion in the fleſh, is yer 
alsiſted with the holy Ghoſt, that in the 
dulnefle of our nature, we may be lifted 
vp with the wings of grace:the loue that 
drew God down from heauen,requireth 
but aloue that may cary vsto heauen, 8 
wedo bur loue our {clues inlouing him: 
the world & the glory therof are no ſuch 
things, as that we needto be drawn with 
them, fromthar ſpiritual lite, which hach 
morc,8 more true nobiliry,beautic,ho- 


nor,riches,ſoucrainty,wiſdom,ioy,plea- 


ſure, and whatſocuer the heart can wiſh 
for, then is to be found otherwiſe ; it is 
adebt by the which we owe our clues, 
and more then our (clues to him , who 
gauc himſelte for vs, not that we ſhould 
live after the fleſh bur after the ſpiritzthe 
taltthat we haucin this life, by being of 
the houſhold of faith,is inough to make 
vs to loath the chings ofthe world, and 


notto content our ſelues, with chinking

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- or talking or wiſhing of heauen but cuen 
ro {triuc to be perfect. 

All which : Har they may ſcrue as 
ferhers to the wings of our minds to 
make vs flic the world, and flie vnto 
God ; forlake our (clues , and hawe our 
conuerſation in heauen ; yetthat which 
doth chiefly putlifeinto vs,is that which 
I obſcrucd to bee the life ofthis conuer- 
ſation,our hope,by the which we looke for 
our Sauiour , euen the Lord Ieſus Chriſt. 
For how can we but bee more then tor+ 
ward inthe courſe of godlinefle , when 
we know we doe not runne 4s for an un- 
certaintie , nor fight as beating the aire, 
1.Cor.9,26.but we follow hard toward the 
marke for the price of the high calling of 
God in Chriſt Teſws,as we hauc Philip. 3, 
14, when we know we are begotten to 4 
lncly hope, 1.Pet.1.3 ; toan inheritance 
Immortall and undefiled , and that fadeth 
not away, reſerued in heauen for vs. Fot 
albeit ro liue godly in this life , bee no 
| mote 
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more then we are bound to doe,& there 
is incouragement inough in the conſci- 
ence of doing well;yet I know not how 
itcommeth to paſle, that we praiſe the 
thing, but ſecke the reward ; and ſtand 
more ypon the fruit,theathe conſcience 
ofa godly conuerſation : and therefore 
that all hinderances might with more 
cafe be ſhaken off, it pleaſeth God to 
crowne our duties , and to prouoke vs 
with the hope of that, to the obtaining 
| wherof we may be morethen aſhamed 
to wax faint. For if they that prooue mar , eg, 1c | 
ſfteries abſtaine from all {rand that for A: 
4 corruptible crown;itthe hope of world- 
ly preferments and gaine can make vs 
rather flic thenrun, by ſca and by land, 
and to ſpare for no coſt, andto giue nci- 
ther eaſe to our bodies , nor reſt to our 
minds; can we be lefle afteQed to beter 
things? that wee ſhould lefle abſtaine Y 
from matters of lefle moment,when we | 
hauenot aprobable bur a certaine hope,

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not of a momentarie but cuerlaſtingre- 


ward, and of that valew, that it cannot 
be valued- : ſhall the vaine hopes ofthis 
life, which are butthe waking dreames 
of our idle conceits,carie vs farther with 
the ſhew of that which is not, then the 
lively hope , which hath an affurance of 
a glorious inheritance? Eph.1.18.But this 
isthe fooliſbneſſe of our iudgements, to 
beled with the deceitfull ballance of the 
outward appearance,to preterrethe fleſh 
pots of Agypr beforethe promiſcof Ca- 
paar; and the land in which we lead a 
dying lite, before theland of rheliving; 
whereas,if wee wait 2pom the Lord, the 


firength of our hope ſhall bee renewed, 


we ſhall ft vp onr wings as eagles , wee 
ſhall run and not be wearte, we ſhall walke 
and not faint. Elay 40.31. For this hope, 
as it giueth vs an edge , that wee ſhould 
carneſtly affect ſpirituall things; ſo doth 
irgiue vs a backallo to indure all things, 
rather then depart from the wa 

auc 
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hauc in Chriſt ; that we need notto bee 
afraied of any temptation,as long as we 
haue hope the helmet of ſaluation,1.Thef. 
5.8; neicher be mooued with the trou. 
bles of this world,as long as we haue ſo 
ſure andſtedfaſt an anker ofthe ſoule as 
hope , Hceb.6.19. For what can any loſls 
be vato vs, as long as we looke for a Sa- 
#iour? not in a generalitie, as vncer- 
taine for whom , but for the Lord Jeſus 
Chrift, who hauing ibought with his 
blood, the right of our inheritance, will 
not faile to come & put vsin full poſle(- 
flon. For how ſhould we doubr,as Saint 
Auzuſtine noteth,that he will giue vs his 
goods , who hath alreadie vndertaken 
our cuils 2 how may we but bee aſſured 
that he who hath redeemed vs with the 
price of heauen, is gone to prepare hea. 
uen for vs > And though his comming 
in the clouds ſhalbe with great power 


and Maieſtie, in ſo much as the heauens 2.Pct. 3.ro. 


ſhall paſſe away , and the elements melt 
Q itj with 
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with fire,and the earth be conſumed at his 
preſence 3 yet he that commethas ater- 
rible iudge vpon the world , will come 
as a {weet Sautour to them that are cruci- 

fied vnto the world, vpon the hope of 
his comming, For zf :# this life onely we 
haue _=_ of Chriſt, we are of all men moſt 
miſerable , 1.Cor.15.19 : whoſe whole 
life is a kind of ſuffering , and therefore 
Rom.13-1t. are weeſaid to be neerer vnto ſaluation, 

as we arc neerer vato the end. As for 

thoſc, that haue their portion in this lite, 

and ſay of heauen, as Eſay ſaid of his 

Gen, 25. 32, birthright, what & this berthright unto 

me?to them is this day ſo terrible,as that 

they quake at the mention of it : and 

though they bee without God in this 

Ephe.z, 22; World,without hope inthe worldto come; 
yet canthey not be without feare in this 

world, ncither ſhall they bee without 

plagues in the worldto comeFheir glory 

is ſhame, their end damnation , Phil.3.19. 

Now that wee who live by hope, 

: might 


/ 
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might not be caried away with the ſway 
of worldlings, to haue no other conceit 
of heauen, then is written to haue bene 
of Alcinows orchard , the pleaſantneſle 
wherecof, was ſo farre beyond other or- 
chards , that none would beleeuc it be- 
fore they law it ; therefore is this hope of 
| ours grounded ypon faith,by the which 
wee are aflured, that hee wil! chayge our 
wile 'bodies and make them like unto his 
glorious bodie. A point of ſuch neceſsitic 
to be belecued , that zf here be no reſur- 
rection of the dead , then Chriit is not 11- 
ſen ; if Chriſt bee not riſen, then is prea- 
ching vaine C& faith alſo in vaine,1.Cor. 
15.13 : forthiss the will of God,not onely 
that euery one which ſeeth the ſonne and 
| beleeucth in him , ſhould haue life enerla- 
ſting ; but alſo, that he will raiſe him wp 
in the laſt day, Tohn 6.40. And hercin 
appeared the -infiniteneſſe of his loue, 
who louing vs zon ſolum in finem vite, 
ſed in finem etiam amoris, not onely to 
the 
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the end of that life, he led for ys; butto 
the end of loue it ſelfe, that is, as farre as 
wee were capable of his loue ; thought 
it not inough to giue vnto our ſoules 
the riches of his ſpirit, vnleſle he indued 
our bodies alſo with the glory of his bo- 
die. For though the vnion betweene 
him and vs bee ſpirituall, yet doth hee 
call our bodzes the members of Chriſt, 
1.Cor.6,15 : not ſo onely, but alſo the 
temples of the holy Ghoſt,and cuen in that 
reſpe they ſhould notbe ſubie@to per- 
peruali corruption. For if other creatures 
which be ſubiect unto vanitie ave wait (a8 
it is inthe eight to the Romanes) whey 
the ſonne of God ſhalbe reuealed, as ho- 
ping to be deliuered from the bondage of 
corruption into the glorious tibertie of the 
ſores of God ; how much more are we 
to bee perſuaded of our bodies ? that 
ſince they are members of Chriſt they 
ſhall be reſtored vato their head ; that 


{inccintheir corruption,they are youch- 
ſafed 
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fafed to be the temples of the holy Ghoſt, 
they ſhall put on 7ncorruption,that as they 1.cors.s;; || 
are graced in this lite, ſo they may bee 
plorified in the life ro come ? And this 
in ſome ſort doth ftand with the iuſtice 
of God, that ſince we beare about 12 our 
boates the dying of our Lord Teſus: the life 
of Teſus ſhould alſo bee made manifeſt in 
our bodies, 2.Cor.q.10 : not that the af- 

flidtions of this life are worthze of the glo- Rom8.18. 
rie which ſhall be reuealed, but becauſe 
he is a plenteous rewarder : and there- 
fore. as the ſoule of man had firſt a natu- 
rall life, but ro live in the bodie ; (o 
though for a time, itbe ſeparated from 
the bodie,thart the corruption of the bo- 
die may be done away, yet its not pat- 
taker in the ſpirituall life, of the full mea- 
ſure of 1oy, varill it be reſtored againe 
ynto the bodic : whoſe corruptible (as 1.Cor.rg.53. 
the Apoſtle ſpeaketh) muſt put on incor- 
ruption , and mortall muit put on immor- 


tatic, becaulc it cannot be made parta- 
ker 
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ker of the reward, which'is eternall, vn: 
leſle it ſelfe alſo become eternall . And 
therefore # it ſowne in corruption, that it 
w2ay be raiſed in incorruption ; ſowne in 
arſhonour, that it may be raiſed inglorie ; 


x.Cor.1s. ſowne in weakeneſ/e, that it may be raiſed 
ALXC. 22; power ;ſowne a natural bodte, that it = 


may be raiſed a ſpiritual bodie : nor that 
the bodie (as ſome hauethought) ſhall 
become a (pirit, but that it ſhall be ſp. 
rituall both in knowledge and affeRion. 
The greatneſle of which glorie,though 
it be hard for fleſh and blood to con- 
cciue; yet to confirme our weakeneſle, 
hath it pleaſed God in ſome meaſure 
to reueale it ; and as, N ambers 13, hee 
gaucvnto ſome of his children a view of 
the land of promiſe, and a taſt of rhe 
fruits, that the reſt might bee encoura- 
* gedropoſleſle it; fo (in the 17. of Mat- 
thew)did he transfigure himſelfe to ſome 
of his diſciples, and inthe beaurie of his 


Mzt.17.2. face, which did ſhime as the Sunne, giuc 


them 
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them a view of that- glorie which his 
ſhould haue with him. And if wee did 
bur enter into the conſideration of thoſe 
things which are common amongſt vs, 
we would thinke it not ſo vnlikely for 
our vile bodres to bee made glorious , as 
that fine paper ſhould bee made of 
foule rags, or pure glafle of the aſhes 
of ferne; eſpecially when we find,Ezech. 
37, that of a heape of naked and drie, 
and disjoynted, and dead bones, there 
were made faire and ſtrong bodies,and 


life given vnto them with a blaſt of 


wind; when we heare /ob wiſh, That 1g.g.2;; || 


his words were written in a booke, or 
grauen with an yron penne in lead or in 
Fone for ener ; how ſure he us that his re- 
deemer liueth ; and, that when wormes 
haue conſumed his bodie, heſhall ſee God 
in hu fleſh, yea, he himſelfeſhall ſee him, 

and his eyes behold him. 
But what ſhould we doubt of this 
point ? when as Saint _Lyſtinenoteth, 
in

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in rebus mirabiltter faiths, ratio fattt eff 
potentia faczentis : the reaſon of this faith 
is his power, by the which hee hath ſub- | 
dued all things unto himſclfe . For to | 
examine that which he hath promiſed, 
by that which he hath done, could he 
create all things of nothing, and can 
he not worke his owne will in his owne 
creatures ? could he fetch light out of 
darkeneſle, as ir were out of a graue? ' 
can he in the wombe of a woman, of | 
a little blood, frame a bodie diſtingui- { 
ſhed with ſo many and ſundrie inſtru- 
ments, as that it may goe for a little 
world, and within the ſpace of ſome | 
tew dayes adde lite vnto it ? And can 
he nor reſtore the bodie that hath been 
ſo, to that it was > Can he,as Saint Au- 
ſtine argueth, doe ſo much for vs? and 
can he not doe as much with ys? Can 
he quicken vs in the wombe of our mo- 
ther, and can hee not reuiue vs in the 
wombe of our mother, the carth 2 Can

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he with the dew of the morning and 
cucning giue lite to the ſeed that is vn- 
der the earth ? And ſhall hee not with 
the ſound of a trumpet and with all his 
power, giue lite ynto vs ? Can we of a 
little ſparkle kindle great flames, and 
cannot he of our aſhes, though they 
bee neuer ſo (mall, raiſe our bodies ? 

Can we fetch fire out of the flint, and 
cannot hee ferch vs out of the earth, 
where wee wete buried and kepr as it 
were in his hand > Could Ehah and 
Eliſha raiſe the widdow of Zareptha, and , xiog.17.2; | 
the Shunazites children ?

Hath not the Apo- 

file (et downe the forme of the reſur- 

rection , how it ſhall bee done 77 amor , corrs.cs 
ment , and in the twincklimng of an eye, 1.Thel.4.16, 
how the Lord himfelfe ſhall deſcend from 

heauen with a ſhout, and with the woice

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pet of God? how the ſaints ſha//meet the 
Lordin the aire, and ſo ſhall ener be with 
the Lord? the power of Chriſt is ſo ma- 


nifeſt in this point, thatifthere were no-: 


thing elſe, as Saint Auguſtine noterh, 
it were inough to prouc him to bee a 
God. And itthere beeno exceprionto 
be taken againſt his power, in that which 
hee hath ſo fairhfully promiſed ; how 
can we but beleeue the reſurrection? and 
belecuing the reſurrefion , hope for 4 
Saviour and hoping for a Sauiour, haue 
our conuerſation in heauen. 

And theſe arc the principall points 
of this ſcripture ; which hang as it were 
the links ofa chaine, the one vpon the 
other, in ſo much as. we cannot perfe&- 
ly learne any one of them, except we 
learnethem all; and we faile in all ifwe 
faile but in one ofthem. For how can 
we haue our connerſation in heauen, it 
we doc not looke for the comming of 
our Sauiour Chriſt? or how can wee

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lozke for the comming of our Sauiour 
Chriſt, except wee x as the reſur. 
re&tion ? ot how can wee beleeue the re- 
ſurreftion , vnlefle wee acknowledge 
that power by the which hee is able to ſub.

how doe we acknowledge God to bee 
God, without the faith of the reſurreti- 
on ? or how can wee hauec the faith 
of the reſurreion- without the hope 
of a Sautour ? or how can we haue the 
hope ofa Sauiour without an heauen- 
ly connerfation? In all and euery of 
which , ifwe examine our ſclues, and 
the times in which wee line 3 at which 
—_ eucr we begin , it will bee mantt- 
, that neither m our connerſation, 

wok ſhew foorth the powey of God 3 
netther yetare ſo-perſuaded of the pow- 
er of God, as that it dothreforme our 
cones ſation. For if. wet looke, I doe 
| nor fay into the hiddere corners of our 

' conſciences ,, but into thoſe ſhame- 
R leſle 
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lefle abaſes, which are openly com- 


mitted, and in the eye of the waiid; 


who can denie-but that the looſenefle 
of our connuerſation , prooucth vs to 
bee without hope, and our want of 
hope to bee without faith, and our 
want of faith to bee without God iz this 
world ? Againe, doe not many of our 
belt wits, lo tie the power of God vnto 
ſecond cauſes, as that they grow doubr- 
full, not onely of the reſarrettion of 


the bodie , but of the iemmortalttie of the \' 


ſoule? and thereby are not onely wirh- 
out the hope of heauen, but euen with- 
out the feare of hell; and thereby haue 
their conuerſation not onely as though 
their minds were made- of earth, but as 
though their ſoules were made of fleſh ? 
what then remaineth, but that wee caſt 


the reaſon of our faich ypon that power 
of Chriſt whereby hee hath ſubduedall 


things wnto himſelfe, and in a full al- | 


lurance 2 that hee will change ony wile

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bodies that they may be faſhioned hke wn. 
to his glorious bodie ; bee quickened 
with aliuely hope of the Sauiour euenthe 
Lord Ieſws Chriſt, and ſo wait and looke 
for the comming of our Sauiour to 
iadgement , as that in the meane time 
wee haue our conuerſation in heauen : 
which the God ofglory graunt ys in the
